Georg e Barthel (D Dist. 10). Town of Wavvarsing said that on 
the orig inal bond issue he wa« reluctant to vote y es. “ New 
York City couldn't afford to build jails, but Ulster County 
can?” he q uestioned. 
Another Democratic City Leg islator. Andrew Gilday . also 
raised objections but nevertheless voted in favor of the con­ 
struction. Gilday said he considered it ex tremely unfortunate 
that the architects estimates were *o much less than the bids 
received. 
“ But." he added." if the jail is rebid. the cost will be more." 
he concluded, adding , “ f vote a reluctant ay e." 
The board also voted 25 1 with Barthel casting the neg ative 


vote, to authorize the issuance of $007 .000 in serial bonds and 
$48.000 in capital notes of the county in addition to the $2.37 5.000 
serial bonds and $125.000 canital notes authorized previously 
for the construction and eq uipment of the new- jail.

ly ag reed timetable. The United 
States immediately moved to 
adjourn to g ive careful study 
to the proposal. 
The proposal was made by 
Madame Ng uy en Thi Binh, the 
Viet Cong foreig n minister and 
was endorsed by North Viet­ 
nam neg otiator Xuan Thuy who 
appealed to U.S. Ambassador 
David K. E. Bruce to g ive it 
careful consideration. 
Madame 
Binh 
had said 
in 
advance 
the 
proposal 
was 
aimed at breaking the deadlock 
in the two-y earold talks and 
Bruce promptly responded 
to 
the Communist's call to consi­ 
der it seriously so that the 10 
y ear-old Vietnam War cpuld be 
broug ht to an end.

and we have consistently stated 
our desire to neg otiate on all 
proposals made by both sides."

BOSTON (AP) - The man 
who say s he leaked Pentag on 
secrets to the New York Times 
charg ed today that g overnment 
secrecy has led to the deaths of 
50.000 Americans. 
Dr. Daniel Ellsberg , a 
Mas­

researcher 
who 
once 
worked for the Pentag on, told 
a 
news conference: 
"The concealment of this in­ 
formation for 20 y ears has led 
to the deaths of 50,000 Ameri­ 
cans and hundreds of thousand» 
of Vietnamese. 
"Look where secrecy in the 
ex ecutive branch has led us. 
That’s why I released the docu­ 
ments." 


Ellsberg has been indicted by 
a federal g rand jury in Los An­ 
g eles on charg es of unautho­ 
rized possession of secret docu­ 
ments.

When play ing with firewo rks, ex treme cautio n is essen 
tial and abstinence preferable. It takes o nly a milliseco nd 
fo r “ fun” to ex plo de in tragedy .
